Secretary Gage and Congressman 
Dingley were called to the White 
House this morning to discuss the 
revenue measure that congress will be 
asked to pass in order to carry on the 
war.

Madrid, April 2.—The statement that 
the Spanish flotilla had reached Porto 
Kico is pronounced erroneous and it is 
stated that the lleet is now coaling at 
the Cape Verdi islands. 


Annapolis, April 2.—The naval ca­ 
dets of the first class were today ordered 
to join the ships at once. Diplomas 
were given them without the custom­ 
ary examinations.

Washington, April 2.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the senate committee on for­ 
eign relations appointed to draft a re­ 
port and prepare a form of resolution 
outlining a course of action which this 
government shall pursue towards Spain 
with reference to Cuba so far com­ 
pletad its work yesterday that it will be 
able to report to the full committee at 
its meeting today. The sub-committee 
will rccommend the adoption of a reso­ 
lution declaring, In the first place, for 
the recognition of the independence of 
the Cuban republic, and in the second 
place for the intervention by the United 
States with her army and navy for the 
purpose of asHisting the Cubans to se­ 
cure independence in <^ase Spain con­ 
tinues to refuse to concede. 


The committee will treat the rescind­ 
ing of the order for the concentration of 
the Cuban non-combatants as a subter­ 
fuge, and will dwell upon the past, if 
not the present, treatment of theso un­ 
fortunates; will detail the Maine inci­ 
dent and attempt to demonstrate that 
it is a suilkient cause for the declara­ 
tion of war if this country were desir­ 
ous of malcing it such, and al»o will 
touch upon the injury to American i»- 
terests caused by the Cuban struggle ua 
a full Justification for our interferencf. 


There has been an effort to pursuade 
tho con niittee that Spain’s release of 
the reconcentrados leaves the United 
States practically without an excuse for 
intervention, but the committee has nut 
so far been convinced by this reason­ 
ing. and there is great unanimity in the 
rejection of this view, as there is in the 
decision as to the general course to be 
pursued. 


lleKnnl a Fi|j;lit liie«'ltMble. 
Washington, April 2.—There is little 
doubt that the president and the mem­ 
bers of his cabinet now regard a con­ 
flict with Spain as almost Inevitable. 
In his message to congre.ss which in all 
prob/ibllliy will be sent In next Monday 
—and certainly early next week—It is 
understood that the president will re­ 
view at some length the record as it 
stands between this government and 
Spain, but will not Insist upon further 
time in which to continue negotiations 
looking to a peaceful solution of the 
Cuban problem. 
The cabinet meeting 
yesterday morning was unquestionably 
the most important held In many years. 
It received Spain’s answer to the ulti­ 
matum of this government, and finding 
it unsatisfactory practically decided up­ 
on a policy which at this hour seem3 
certainly to Involve hostilities. 


W liiit W ill CuiiicrifHi* lio ? 


The whole record will be laid before 
congress and the question Is now un­ 
der earnest consideration of what shall 
be the particular form our policy shall 
take in bringing to an end the horrors 
in Cuba and securing the Independence 
of the Island. Propositions ranging from 
a simple recognition of Culian indepen­ 
dence to a straight-out declaratidn of 
war have been urged at the Capitol, 
but theie Is haidly a doubt that the ma­ 
jority of congress awaits the executive 
load before taking action, and is dis­ 
posed to adopt McKinley’s suggestion 
on this point.

simple 
recognition 
of 
independence 
would lead to war. 


C'ltliinot 
Speakit Freely. 


One member of the cabinet, in speak­ 
ing of the meetings yesterday, spoke 
substantially as follows: “In the morn­ 
ing It w’as apparent to all of us that 
having exhausted all diplomatic efforts 
to bring about a better condition of af­ 
fairs In Cuba, and they having failed, 
the whole question must be submitted 
to congress. At our afternoon meeting 
the president requested each member of 
the cabinet to express freely his in­ 
dividual opinion as to what should be 
done. 
The discussion was entirely on 
the lines Indicated by the members. 
Nothing definite was decided upon, and 
no conclusions reached. The president 
will now take the views submitted to 
him under consideration 
preparatory 
to his message to congress, which will 
be sent early next week.”

A synopsis of Spain’s reply to the 
president’s demands is as follows: Sa- 
gasta informs the president of the re­ 
vocation of the or^iirs concentrating 
the people at Cuba>-cities and of the 
appropriation of $600,000 to help the 
reconcentrados on their feet again; he 
tells the president that the Spanish 
government will accept the assistance 
of the United States in caring for these 
people; lie proposes to submit the ques­ 
tion of peace in Cuba to the cortes, 
which meets in the latter part of this 
month, 
saying that the government 
would have to have the concurrence of 
the cortes In anything it should do; he 
says that Spain will not oppose an 
armistice meanwhile, if the rebels will 
ask for It from Blanco. 
The offer of 
arbitration on the Maine case is made.

Beml-Otüclal Statement at M adrid Th a t la 
o f M uch linportanee, 


Madrid, April 2.—A semi-official state­ 
ment has been issued which says: “One 
of the most Immoral devices which is 
being employed at the present moment 
to injure Spain and mislead opinion in 
the United States is that of supposing 
Spain would be disposed to recognize 
the independence of Cuba In return for 
the payment of Indemnity. Already on 
the basis of Jlngolst fancies the people 
have been lead to believe that President 
McKinley based his proposal on this 
idea. This impression has been utilized 
in Wall street by various means to a t­ 
tract speculators Into jingo circles and 
to compel them unconsciously to aid In 
spreading uneasiness. 


‘It Is our duty to declare in tho most 
authoritative manner that this is un­ 
true; that no proposition containing the 
slightest allusion to the Independence of 
Cuba, either with or without indemnity, 
has been made to the Spanish govern­ 
ment; the government would straight­ 
way reject any such proposition, and 
there Is no party or statesman in Spain 
dlsi)osed to listen to such a solution.” 
The Imparcial says the government 
has received excellent impressions on 
the favorable 
attitude of 
European 
contingentai powers, whose friendly dis­ 
position 
toward 
Spain 
has 
been 
strengthened by the fact that the Unit­ 
ed States and England have lately been 
drawn closer by their common Interests 
in China. 
It asserts that the French 
nnd Russian governments have asked 
Spain to state clearly the maximum of 
concessions she can make to Cuba and 
the ITnlted State.s, with a view of en ­ 
abling tho.se powers to exercise pressure 
at W'ashlngton In favor of the preserva­ 
tion of peace and the Spanish rule In 
Cuba. 


Paris. April 2.—The French Interna­ 
tional arbitration society has sent let­ 
ters to the Spanish minister for foreign 
aíTalrs. Señor Gullon, and to the Amer­ 
ican .=iecretary of state. John Sherman, 
urging the advl.sablllty of the arbitra­ 
tion of the differences between Spain 
and the T-nited Stjites. Tlie Journal des 
Débats, commenting on the Inadmlss- 
ablllty of America’s “exorbitant pre­ 
tensions,” complains of the American 
and English papers that are advising 
Spain to sell Cuba. 
The sympathy of 
Frenchmen inclines rather to Spain. 


FLVING SQDADIION IS PBO.MiNENT. 


May lie UmhI to Intercept the Flotilla of 
SfinnlNli Tnrped» HuhIh. 


Madrid. April 2.—The Spanish torpedo 
flotilla has arrived at Porto Rico. 


W^’ashlngton, 
April 2. — The flying 
squadron Is to remain 
In 
Hampton 
Roads, for the present at least. 
This 
announcement was made late yesterday 
afternoon by Secretary L<mg. and st?t 
at rest the reports which had been cur­ 
rent throughout the day that a move­ 
ment of the sciuadron was imminent. 
The secretary stated that the depart­ 
ment 
believed 
that 
the 
present 
rendesivous 
of 
the 
squa»iron was 
the 
most 
avallaiiie 
one 
froin 
which 
the ships under Commodore 
Schley could operate in carrying out the 
purpose for which It was formed—that 
Is. the protection of the north Atlantl( 
.seaboard. He added that no orders ha<i 
been issued to Commodore Schley and 
that none were in immediate contempla­ 
tion. 


In the various phases of the situation 
yesterday the tlying squadron stood out 
prominently, both as a center of public 
interest in connection with rumored 
orders for its sailing from the roads, 
and as a matter of considei atlon by the 
department. 
It is stated on relial)!e 
authority that the department discussed 
the question of ordering the ships to 
sea. presumably—though not officially 
BO stated—In connection with the ap­ 
proach of the Spanish torpedo ilotiiia, 
which has just arrived at P(»rto Rico. 


It has been an open secret for some 
days that the naval authorities have 
regarded tho aj>proach of the Spanish 
fiotilla with apprehension, and their 
feelings in this regard 
were 
stron 
enough to call the matter to the atten­ 
tion of the authorities. After consider­ 
ing tiie matter, ln)wever, it was de­ 
cided that ro orders would be Issued 
looking to a movement of the squadron 
While 
the decision is understood to 
have been based primarily upon the 
fact that it would be unwise to remove 
the ships from their present valuable 
strategic position, yet It is believel 
that diplomatic considerations also had 
some weight.

Sometime ago Luke Sharal of Sodus 
was adjudged incompetent by the pro­ 
bate court to manage hla own affairs 
and his son, Albert Sharal, was ap­ 
pointed his guardian. Albert gave as 
bondsmen some of the leading men In 
the community and recently the bonds­ 
men took it into their heads that Al­ 
bert was incompetent to manage the 
estate himself and they employed At­ 
torney A. P. Cady to make an etfort in 
the probate court to have A lbert re­ 
moved as guardian and themselves re­ 
leased as bondsmen. The case was ar­ 
gued before Judge VanRiper by A ttor­ 
ney Cady for the bondsmen and Attor­ 
ney A. L. Hammond for the guardian.
